when the percentage is ex pressed 
in terms o f weight. But it has al­ 
way s been the custo m o f beer 
drinkers themselv es to calculate 
percentage by v o lume and so the 
co nsumer will think and drink 
in terms o f 4 per cent beer. 
The limit o f 3.2 per cent by 
weight, ho wev er, 
will 
be 
the 
standard under which the go v ­ 
ernment will pro secute brewers o r 
dealers who ex ceed it. The Vo l­ 
stead Act is still in effect fo r 
such v io lato rs and the pro v isio ns

The energy created 
in and released from boilers enabled new forms 
of p roduction to be undertak en, inev itably cre­ 
ating a demand for craftsmen. 
Today, as then, a p eriod of far-reaching in­ 
v ention has caused the demand for work ingmen 
to diminish.

What we need today is the dev elop ment of 
another great innov ation in industry such as 
steam caused two centuries ago. Rather than 
idle talk about the curse of the machine, we 
need a greater exp ansion of the resources of our 
scientific resources to create new and undev el­ 
op ed lines of op p ortunity. 
The social resp onsibility, in the meantime, 
cannot be minimized or ev aded. We need tem­ 
p orary relief and ev ery effort should be brought 
to bear to bring it about. But the p ermanent 
benefit will come from science in new dev elop ­ 
ments. When this task is met, as it certainly 
will be, the enduring heritage of laboratories 
will become more and more manifest.

Sow seed 
in rows sp aced sufficiently far 
a p a rt 
to 
mak e 
transp lanting 
easy. Also sow the seed thinly in 
the rows w ith an eye to tra ns ­ 
p lanting with the least loss and 
least check in. growth of the 
young p lants. It you can tak e up 
the little p lant with slight dis­ 
turbance to its root system 
it 
will re-establish itself 
quick ly 
when transp lanted. 
The great adv antage of sowing 
in rows is -that there can be no 
m istak ing weeds for the p iants. 
Weeds between the rows can be 
p ulled as fast as they ap p ear. 
The 
rows 
should 
be 
p laim y 
m ark ed, the p lant labels 
sold 
chiefly by the hundred a t seed 
stores are ideal for this p urp ose 
and a stock of them should al­ 
ways be k ep t on hand for the 
p urp ose of m ark ing p iants and 
seed rows in the garden. 
For fine, seed, a mere line on 
the surface of the soil is neces­ 
sary, p ressing the seed into the 
soil, a brick being an excellent 
tool for this p urp ose. Rows for 
larger 
seeds 
should be made 
deep er according to size, 
the 


only rule of thum b tha t is at all 
p ractical being to cov er them to 
a dep th of twice their diam eter. 
In sowing seeds tha t are large 
enough to handle easily 
sp ace 
them a quarter of an inch a p a rt 
or ev en an eighth in order tha t 
they can be transp lanted w ith­ 
out destroying a large num ber 
of them , which always hap p ens 
when seed is sown so thick ly the 
p lants come up in bunches. 
Sow all the fine seeds which 
need the m ost care and p rotec­ 
tion in one p a rt of the seedbed 
so all may be cared for with one 
op eration in the way of cov ering 
or shading. Also it is an excel­ 
lent p lan to p lant seeds tha t 
germ inate a t about 
the same 
time in adjoining rows, grading 
across the bed in order of their 
time of germ ination. Most c a ta ­ 
logues will giv e an indication of 
the time of germ ination and the 
seed p ack ets contain the same 
inform ation. Some seeds germ in­ 
ate in from three to fiv e days u n­ 
der fav orable conditions, but the 
v ast m ajority need a week or 
more. Hav e screens and shades 
ready to p rotect the seed bed as 
soon as it is p lanted. This will 
sav e m any p lants.

Raiford, Fla., Mar 20 (/P) — 
Giuseppe 
Zangara, 
the 
little 
Italian immigrant who hated all 
government, was electrocuted at 
9:15 A. M. (Eastern Standard 
time) today for murdering May­ 
or Anton J. Cermak of Chicago 
in an attem pt to assassinate 
President Roosevelt. 
He went to the chair with the 
same defiant calm he had m ain­ 
tained since the night he fired 
wildly into a crowd assembled in 
Miami February 15 to extend a 
greeting to the then president­ 
elect. 
It was 9:11 A. M. when he en­ 
tered the death chamber, bare­ 
footed and dressed in striped 
trousers and white shirt open at 
the neck. 
Two guards accom­ 
panied him but as he approached 
the chair, Zangara said, “Don’t 
hold me, I no afraid of chair.” 
The guards released him and 
Zangara took his seat as though 
he were sitting down for a 
lunch, 
first 
striding 
over 
to 
Superintendent L. F. Chapman 
and handing him a sheaf of pa­ 
pers on which he had inscribed, 
“here is that book I have been 
writing.” 
“I no afraid that chair, see?” 
he repeated as he surveyed the 
thirty witnesses and attendants 
in the room. 
And then as the 
straps were adjusted about his 
hands and legs: “No camera 
man here? No one here to take 
pictures?” 
Superintendent Chapman re­ 
plied “no,” just before the a t­ 
tendants placed the metal cap 
on Zangara’s head. 
“Lousy 
capitalists,” Zangara 
shouted bitterly. 
Then he repeated, “no pic­ 
tures, capitalists! All capitalists, 
lousy bunch—crooks.” 
Attendants started to complete 
preparations for the electrocu­ 
tion and Zangara said evenly, 
“Goodbye. 
Adios 
to 
all the 
world. Goodbye.” With his feet 
not quite touching the floor and 
his head completely covered, he 
then leaned back in the chair 
and relaxed to await the shocks.

Cause Lo ss o f Life and Heavy 
Pro perty Lo ss in Three 
States.

Cincinnati, O., March 20 (>P)— 
Flood waters from raging rivers 
of six states converged today on 
the tri-state region surrounding 
Cincinnati, carrying death and 
destruction in their wake. 
From Huntington, W. Va., to 
Louisville, Ky., the Ohio river 
and its tributaries gobbled up 
farm acres by the thousand and 
swelled around city homes, driv­ 
ing farm er and city cousin alike 
to higher ground. 
Twenty feet o f water flo wed 
o ver 3,000 acres o f farm lands 
near Elizabethto wn, O., near the 
Indiana bo rder west o f here; east 
o f Cincinnati stretched a mo at 
fully two -miles wide; New Rich­ 
mo nd, O., was two -thirds under 
water; water gushed thro ugh the 
main 
street 
o f 
Manchester; 
Huntingto n’s river-side quailed 
befo re a stream at a 51.2 fo o t 
level as against a flo o d stage o f 
50 feet; Lo uisville retreated be­ 
fo re a rising stream; and Po rts­ 
mo uth, O., anx io usly patro lled a 
levee fo r pro tectio n against the 
river. 
Death crawled so uthward with 
the flo o d. 
It struck first at Gallipo lis, O., 
taking Mrs. Jo hn Harriso n, 40, 
and her daughter, Ailee, 7, as 
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their automobile went over a 
bank. 
At California, Ky., a skiff over­ 
turned near a power transform er 
and Gale Ihrig, 18, was killed by 
electrical discharge through the 
water. 
George Heideman, Henry Lin- 
neman, and John Bain were 
drowned at Covington, Ky., after 
a back-wash carried their auto­ 
mobile into a creek. 
And at Lawrenceburg, Ind., 
Charles Stephen, 14, drew a bot­ 
tle from the stream, drank of its 
contents, and died of convul­ 
sions. 
Even if no more rain falls, the 
Ohio will be 12 feet above its 
flood stage by night, weather bu­ 
reau officials predicted, and still 
water-logged skies spread threat­ 
eningly over West Virginia, Ken­ 
tucky, Ohio, and Indiana. A cold 
snap lingered in them, too, so 
that snow may fall to cloak miles 
of misery.

F r o m P a g e O ne 
blocking highways in the south­ 
ern portion of the state. 
J. H. Armington, U. S. weather 
bureau meteorologist, forecast a 
repetition of the flood conditions 
that prevailed last January but 
said the situation did noi, appear 
as serious as that existing during 
the floods of 1913 and 1927. 
Colder weather tonight was 
expected to bring an end to the 
rains which have fallen incess­ 
antly over a large part of the 
state since Saturday. 
The states two largest streams, 
the White and Wabash rivers, 
swept over lowlands in many 
places this morning and along 
the southern border the Ohio 
rose to menace cities along its 
banks. 
W eather 
bureau 
r e p o r t s 
showed the Wabash above flood 
stage at Lafayette and Coving­ 
ton, Ind., and Mt. Carmel, 111. A 
further 
rise was forecast that 
would send it above flood stage 
along the lower reaches. 
White river this morning ap­ 
proached flood stage at several 
points and the weather bureaus 
expected it to surpass this stage 
when fed by the waters of its 
tributaries.

The property tax rate is gen­ 
erally about ten times higher 
than the intangible rate, accord­ 
ing to Mr. Zoercher. 
“Taxpayers will be required to 
list all money on hand and that 
includes money in lock boxes or 
other places of hiding and on 
such monty the taxpayers will 
be required to pay the regular 
property tax rate,” Mr. Zoercher 
said. 
Field men of the tax board 
have been instructed to make 
special efforts to get necessary

hoarded money is placed on the 
tax duplicates as the law re­ 
quires. 
‘ The tax board is willing to 
give taxpayers time to take ad­ 
vantage of this new law and per­ 
mit them to return the hoarded 
money and place it on deposit 
with the banks or building and 
loan associations and has fixed 
April 10 as the time limit for 
this to be done,” Mr. Zoercher 
said. “All money returned by 
April 10 will be considered as 
having been a deposit on March 
1. 
“Money on deposit with postal 
savings banks is taxable to the 
depositor at the intangible tax 
rate of 25 cents a hundred, the 
same as money on deposit in na­ 
tional banks or state banks, but 
the state of Indiana can not re­ 
quire the government of the 
United States to pay this tax, so 
the depositor will be required to 
pay.
